It is estimated by Lieut. Jones 
Reilly of the City Island detectives, 
that no fewer than 1000 persons 
were fishing when the storm broke. 
After it had passed and the sky 
cleared, the waters of Pelham 
and Island Sound Were 
dotted wi overturned rowbeoata, 
launches, canoes and tachts. 

The _ police immediately started 
the work of rescue and at 9 o'clock 
tonight, ten bodies had been re- 
covered. Lieut. Reilly saig he was 
making a conservative estimate 
when he put the bodies to be re- 
covered at thirty. 

Following the storm, Cite Island 
became a scene of pandemonium. 
Mony men who had gone to fish, 
had left their wives and children 
to picnic. As soon as knowledge 
of the drownings became general- 
ly known, women and children left 
behind became hysterical. 

All communication by telephone 
with the island was cut off by the 
rasing of wire and telephone poles 
and thie hampered the police. They 
improvised a morgue in one of the 
bathing pavilions and as rapidly as 
bodies were recovered, they 
were taken there for identification.

“Trainmen’s Club” Really

Employees of Yellow Line 
Get a Warning 


Closed Shop Principle Won't _ 


be Tolerated Here 


Calling the attention of em- 
ployees to the disastrous results 
of the strike in the fall of .1919, 
the Los Angeles Railway has just 
issued a bulletin in which it warns 
all employees to refrain from 
joining the so-called “trainmen’s 
club” being formed here by east- 
ern organizers for the American 
Federstion of Labor. 

Joining such an organization, or 
giving it their moral support, the 
company says. will be regarded as

TRAVEL CHECKS 
District is Less 
“Congested 
Traffic Speeded Up by New 
Regulations 


Street Car Movements Take 
Les Time 


— — 


Cengestion in the business dis- 
trict hes shown a decided improve- 
ment, as revealed yesterday by a 
series of travel checks recently 
made by the Les Angeles Traffic 
Commission. Checks made of the 
movement of automobiles show 
that between 4 and 6 pm. the 
average travel time from First to 
Ninth and from Los Angeles t 
Figueroa was seven and six-tenths 
minutes. From 1 to 4 p.m. the 
same distance required eight and 
six-tenthe minutes to negotiate. 

Similarly, street car movements 
showed a decided speeding-up, as 
from 1 to 4 p.m. on the principal 
streets cars made an average time 
of nine and two-tenths minutes in 
traversing the foregoing limits. Be- 
tween 4 and 6 pm., when street- 
car movements were 88 per cent 
greater than during early after- 
noon, the time consumed was only 
ten minutes. 


TRAVEL DECREASED 

In the peak hours automobile 
travel decreased 10 per cent over 
early afternoon. In the case of 
street cara, former checks showed 
that from twenty to thirty min- 
utes were consumed in travel 
ing the same distance as is covered 
in ten minutes, 

During the period of the checks 
fourteen traffic men were stationed 
at intersections and seven automo- 
biles with checkers traversed Main, 
Spring, Broadway and Min streets 
and the cross-street. between First 


and Ninth. 


REGULATIONS HELP 
The improved conditions have 
been brought about by regulations 
affecting both street-car and ve- 
hicular movements. Still other 
findings of the traffic commission 
are shortly to be introduced and 


and give promise of further beneficial 


results in solving a problem which 
has threatened the future devei- 
opment and welfare of the city. 
The work of the commission has 
been broadened through the co- 
operation of local commercial and 
ciyte organizations, which have ap- 
pointed representatives to aid the 
comm isasion.
